THE Festival of Passover, which begins this (Friday) evening, is 
in a sense, the answer to those who proclaim that the Jews are only 
“internationalists,” and never have been or can be otherwise. The 
festival marks the birth of a nation—the Jewish nation—and the 
joyalty and fervour with which it has been observed for centuries 
prove that the principle of nationality is as firmly rooted in the Jew 
ay in any other heart. But it is as well to recognise that the Jewish 
nationality, as proclaimed by the greatest of Jewish leaders, Moses,

was divorced from chauvinism and aggression, and bore a message 


of peace on earth and goodwill to all men. It was a nationality 


which ordained equal treatment for the native and the alien, which 


forbade the displacement of the frontiers of neighbours, which dis- 
couraged hatred and grudge-bearing, which sounded in human ears 
the thrilling prophetic notes of an unsurpassed idealism, and which 
erected for all generations the still unexcelled ethical principle: 


“Love thy neighbour as thyself.” Had these ideals been followed | 


by the modern world, what calamities would have been avoided, 
how much less sombre and heart-breaking would be the aspect it 

wears to-day! Judaism has, in fact, recognised the, within sane 
limits, beneficial principle of nationality, while preaching inter- 
nationalism in the sense of peace and brotherhood among the 
peoples. These, indeed, are its lessons which should most be in 


our thoughts this Passover; and these will be the lessons which it 


will be the mission of a restored Judea to promulgate along the 
highw ays and byeways of the earth. 


A Hames Festival. 


At the same time; Passover, like all Jewish celebrations, is 


essentially a festival of the home. It derives its str ength from that 
source, and the home, in its turn, is rendered lovely and happy by 
the festival, With all the more mijsgiving , therefore, is it to be noted 
how the Passover is being spent less and less in the private resi- 
dence, and more and more in seaside and other boarding-houses. In 
fact, the coming of the festival seems to be the signal for an exodus, 
appropriate it may be in the historic sense, but wholly mischievous in 
its religious effects. It is impossible to argue that a Passover cele- 
brated among strangers in a strange town, can be the same Passover 
which we learnt to cherish through all its homely associations. 
Many of its most characteristic functions are, in fact, shirked; 
and the Baal Habayith reclining with an air of regal magnifi- 
cence is asstiredly’a very different person from the father of a 


family who is just one of a number of paying guests at some- 


body else’s establishment. All the fragrance, all the meaning, scems 
vanished fron: such a modernised—we had almost written vulgarised 
—method of obseryance. We quite understand, of course, the 
Increasing difficulties which latter-day conditions place in the way 
of the lady of the house anxious to do her duty by the Feast.

Mr. Leonard L. Cohen’s Addvess. 


In another column wi!l be found a verbatim report of the 
address delivered by Mr. Lunonsrp L. Conen at the annual meeting 
of the Board of Guardians. It is a deliverance full of intense 
interest as a review of the past and a forward glance to the future, 
a speech informed hy great experience and high public. spirit. But 
we are doing it no wrong in saying that the remarks upon which 
attention will linger longest will be those which concern Mr. 

: COHEN himself, or rather his retirement from the Presidency of the 
Board. Mr, COHEN, as he reminds us, has held this office for twenty 
years, and althougli this is perhaps not the occasion for apy valedic- 
tory words—that occasion will come, and will, we are certain, not 
be overlooked by a grateful Community—still we may record, at this 
juncture, on behalf of every member of British Jewry, our deep 
appreciation of Mr. Conen’s labours. The twenty years of his 
Presideticy have had their periods of stress and anxiety, and during 
those years we have not by any means always found ourselves 
seeing eye to eye with the President of the Board of Guardians upon 
public questions. But a tribute that is fully due to the retiring 
President, and which we offer whole-heartedly, is that he hag 
delivered the last of a series of annual addresses to the Board 
_with its great prestige not merely undiminished, but palpably 
heightened. This, as we have said, is not the time to dwell upon 
Mr. Conen’s work for the institution to which he hag shown such 
sustained devotion. But we can rejoice whole-heartedly in the fact 
that, although he may step down from the Presidential Chair, his 
ripe knowledge and informed judgment will still be available in 
another position, in connection with the Board, of less responsibility 


The Future. 


Mr, COHEN gives up his office at a moment of comparative calm, 
so far as Our own local community is concerned. But, as he shows 
in a few sentences of restrained power, the misery among the 
Jewries of other lands ontruns even the sorrows and sufferings 
endured by these coreligionists at any time during the present 
generation, and challenges in gravity some of the worst disasters of 
the past.. Nor, even nearer home, is there too much cause for 
content, especially in view of the anti-Jewish ebullitions which have 
surprised us in the columns of leading newspapers. 
Mr. COHEN comments with so much vigour that he appears to have 
forgotten that he himself lent a hand on an occasion to which we 
need not more particularly prefer in a wild and utterly baseless 
charge against coreligionists designed to confirm the wicked allega- 
tions of a Hebro-maniacal journal. Sober and enlightened opinion 
will warmly endorse Mr. CoHEN’s warning that “a stable and pros- 
perous world cannot be reconstructed on a basis of hatred, and that 

only by a resumption of international relations and amity will a 
secured peace be realised.” It is a point we have done our best 
to stress in these Columns for a longtime past. The sentiment

nined, In point of fact, the Board is in debt to the extent of 
10,500, even after spending over £8,000 received in legacies; and, 
unless assistance be forthcoming upon a more generous scale, the 
icficit now existing will become materially larger. We see noreason 
why that assistance should fail. Despite the large-scale appeals to 
wich Mr. COHEN alludes, there is wealth enough in the community 
c.uty to fiaance these projects and smooth the path of the Board. 
The men and women who possess these resources must be made to 
realise their duty for their own as well as for the Board's sake, and 
we are glad to see that Mr. CoHEN contemplates an alteration in the 
stereotyped and conventional methods of appeal.

D™= the last few months there have been two remarkable 


representations placed before the public by Jews. Eachof them 


has in its way been a revelation, and as such has claimed a large ~ 


share of popular attention. Epstein’s “Christ” was an exempli- 

fication by a Jew of his conception of the Founder of Christianity. As 
has been remarked, the work reveals an impression of Christ as superman. 
{It is the figure of a great impelling leader, strong of purpose, earnest, 
indomitable, of the man who conquered men as all men have 
sangre their fellows, because he had first subdued himself. 
For Epstein’s “Christ” is the representation of a human being whose 
whole power was attuned to the one purpose of drawing men to his dow 
trine, and who, in pursuance of that object, made of his own life a 
<acrifice—of a man who remained strong in his faith, uncowed, divine, 
pecause his cause Was & sacred one to him, and rising from the grave 
still supreme, although there had been placed upon him the degradation 
of the punishment meted out to the lowest and most venal of criminals. 
As the Man ehiselled by the great artist seems to look out across the 
world, he appears to breathe disdain upon the poor creatures 
who, possessed of material power, have exercised it to his hurt 
because they were denied the spiritual comprehension which would 


cnable them to appreciate and understand the value of a “Christ”. 


when compared with a Barabbas. 
Epstein’s Conception. 


That is one revelation of an altogether unconventional conception by 
a Jew of aJew. Epstein’s “Christ” is, however, something of a revolution 
as well as @ revelation. It placed within the region of the piteous, if 
not the comic, the average notion of how Jesus of Nazareth really 
appeared in life. How absurd beside Epstein’s masterpiece are 
the puny, tawdry figures representing “Christ,” produced for the 
most part in the German toy-shops, and largely conceived in the besotted 
ignorance of the Greek Church! I make bold to say that Epstein’s 


“Christ” will be recognised some day, as having done more than any-— 


thing else to disentangle Christianity from the cerements in which 
superstition and bigotry and sentimentality and pusillanimity have 
threatened to bury it, any time during its existence as an organised 
religion. It will have done more to make people understand ‘something 
of the true greatness of the Nazarene than all who have proclaimed 
themselves his followers. It will not thus only help immensely to 
invigorate the whole idea of Christianity. That there are Christians who 
acknowledge this is not surprising. A writer—presumably an adherent 
of the dommant faith—remarked the other day: | 


Tt. would be difficult to conceive a finer service to his fellows that anv great 
artist could perform than to create for us a vision of Jesus that squares with the 
record of Hig acts and His words. And that is exactly what Jacob Epstein has 
sueceeded in doing. . 

If wisdom reigned in the tents of our rulers and if they really cared for the 
spiritual well-being of the people, this wonderful thing would be set up in 
‘Trafalgar Square (cleansed, of course, beforehand of its stone and marble 
absurdities), and the achievement of an inspired Jew would he among the 
chief glories of a professedly Christian city. 


But it is not difficult to see that in thus endowing Christianity with a 


true ‘Christ *—a true conception of its central figure—Epstein has done 
« wider service than his contribution to Christian revelation. He has 


helped enormously to advance the status of religion by ridding a great 


faith of @ silly conventionality. Those who are privileged to see 
!\pstein’s seulpture will have the means given to them of realising by 
concrete lesson how religion worth the name is a means of strength and 
power, of self-reliance, making for moral stamina, and not as Christianity 
has been constantly represented, weakness, dependence, self-abasement 
making for moralanemia. Thatis what Epstein’s “Christ” proclaims 
to the world, and that is the message which it is the mission of Judaism 
to propagate among mankind. 


Moscovitch’s Representation. 

The other representation to which I alinae is one to which 
I have on a previous occasion referred. It is also the work 
of a Jew. It was too the representation of a Jew, but a Jew 
ihe creature of a poet’s imagery. Moscovitch’s “Shylock” was in 
its way @ great histrionic revelation, as Epstein’s “Christ” is great 
in the realm ef the plastic art. Like Epstein’s “Christ,” Moscovitch’s 
Shylock” has been severely canvassed. But I believe it was mainly 
by those who either pay regard to non-essentials, or by those who 
accept the conventional and look upon any departure from it as 
an offence. Here and there, to be sure, Moscovitch introduced 


little pieces of by-play or slightly overdid this or that point, just_ 


as Epstetm’s seulpture is surely open to criticism upon some minor detail 
or the other. | But, as in the case of the sculpture, the representation of 
“Shylock” by Moscovitch was in the nature of a gospel. Because it 
_ Offers to the world a great message—a message of infinite value, if the 


world will see and understand—about a character that has been as much © 


and as persistently misunderstood as was the subject of Epstein’s 
Christ." The representation of “Christ” as a benevolent weakling 
upon whom premature senility had fallen, no more grossly parodied 
the real Jews. than did the representations of “Shylock” which 
actor after aeter presented to audience after audience. Sometimes 
“ Christ” wasrepresented as the bleeding martyr, suffering the extreme 
agony of pais and death against which he rebelled, instead of, as we 


from great, wock, welooming his torture 


and even his execution as the crowning exemplification to which 
the whole of his life led up, naturally and in inevitable sequence. 
Sometimes he was represented as a man superstitious rather than 
courageous, the well-turned-out customer of a fashionable coiffeur rather 


_ than the. sturdy, self-centred character who troubled not about such 


trifles as the exact parting of his hair, or the précise set of his beard. 
“Shylock” has similarly been represented in various guises—as a booby, 
a clown, as a harsh, venomous, bloodthirsty villain, and anon as quite the 
benevolent, kindly man who almost apologised for being a Jew and 
pleadingly begged his haters to recollect that he had, like them, “ hands, 
organs, dimensions,” that if they pricked him fe, like them, would bleed. 
But none of this was, I believe, the Jew that Shakespeare drew. None of 
this would have been worthy of the world’s greatest dramatist. None of 
it would have added a laurel to the immortal wreath of the finest spinner 
of stage character which the world has ever seen. It has been left to 
Moscovitch, the Jew, to present “Shylock” exactly and precisely as 
Shakespeare conceived his Jew. Thushas the actor incidentally removed 
from the memory of the Bard of Avon the stigma of having been influenced 
by hate of the Jew in his portrayal of “Shylock,” and moreover has 
redeemed the character itself from being a mere anti-Jewish represen- 
tation. 


Overdoing Good. 


What do we gather as Shakespeare’s real meaning of “Shylock” in 


the interpretation which Moscovitch has placed uponthe character? We 
see itas part and parcel of a great object lesson which the whole play 
of the Merchant of Venice seemed designed to render. It is part 
of a remarkable mosaic which would have been spoilt, or would 
havo been of no effect if “Shylock” had been other than Shakespeare 


conceived as Moscovitch rendershim. That lesson—the red thread which 
runs through the whole of the piece—is that in life what is innocent, 


commendable, and even good, is frequently turned to.evil by being run to 
excess, and it is this excess which the dramatist pillories. 
though a merchant engaged in speculative enterprises, is relieved bya 
kindly heart from being of the harsh and grinding nature of the mere 


» getter of wealth, so he is willing to help his friend, Bassanio, over 


@ little financial difficulty in which the latter found himself. That 
is all very well and all very admirable, but it presents a totally different 
aspect when we find him helping his friend by resorting to a professional 
money-lender, and actually patronising the man whom he oft upon 
the Rialto had rated because of his usance. The man, indeed, cuts an 


absolutely absurd, ridiculous, and contemptib‘e figure when, in order — 


to do a friend. a good turn, he, a merchant, knowing the risks that must 
attach to argosies afloat upon the wide seas liable to disasters at the 
‘mere turn of the wind, is so certain that his ship will come home that he 
enters into a bond for due payment with a forfeit, if he fails, of a pound 
of his flesh cut inconveniently near his heart. Here we have virtue 
transmuted into vice, kindliness into folly, amiability into shcer reckless- 
ness. Shakespeare drew Antonio as a warning of the irrationality, if not the 
wickedness, of so overdoing kindliness to others as to render it 
cruelty to oneself and those for whom he holds responsibilities. 
In much the same way, Shakespeare laughs at the too ardent lover who 
carries his passion to the extent of elopement and conniving at a vulgar 
robbery, while, on the other hand, he gibes at the suitors who are willing 
to take or leave Portia upon the mere chance of choosing the correct 
casket. The wooing of Portia is the antithesis of the wooing of Jessica. 
The one is lovemaking so passionate that it abandons reason and 
involves crime and violence. The other is profession of affec- 
tion which has no more depth than the mere hazard of a die. The 
affections of men and women can be roughly divided between the 
sort that subsists between Jessica and Lorenzo and the kind that was set 
up as a standard for the obtaining of Portia’s hand. Each of them, how- 
ever, is of a kind in excess, and Shakespeare draws them to warn mcn 
and women against following impulse and passion, either to be so shallow 
or superficial as to be content to be determined by lottery, or so 
all-engulfing as to blind the power to discriminate between 
right and wrong, which was the case with Jessica and her 
lover. If we read between the lines of the remarkable characterisa- 
tion of Gobbo, we can discern a constant gibing at the overdone and the 


excessive ; and so there isin the law of Venice, and in the judgment of the — 


Duke, which know no humanising equity but only stern legalism, which 
refusés to intervene and undoa contract, even one which was so obviously 


immoral and unjustas the one that Antonio entered into with “Shylock.” | 


And, with telling irony, Shakespeare upsets the whole of this apparent 
unyielding stone-wall of hard, cruel legalism by a mere silly quibble 
raised by a young woman who, for the nonce, disguises herself as one 
learned in the law! Here, again, isthe same lesson, the monition against 
excess. Surely law and the strict letter of the law are good. Upon them, 
as the Rabbis have put it, the world itself is founded. But even that sort 
of thing can overleap itself, so that law becomes injustice, and the rightful 


desire for order, when pushed to the extreme which ignores surround ~ 


ing circumstances and shuts out all thought of prevailing conditions, 
becomes no better than the merest chaos. 


What “Shylock” Means. 

‘ Now, then, let us turn to the character of “ Shylock ” as Shakespeare 
conceived him and as Moscovitch faithfully represents him. What do we 
find? We find the Jew with his supreme idea—the essentially Jewish 
idea—of Justice. We find the Jew cleverly perceiving the chink in the 
armour of his adversary. We see the Jew—in obedience to the Jew's 
domestic affection—loving his daughter, devotedly, fondly. We see the 
Jew thrifty and saving. We see the Jew claiming his rights upon his bond, 
refusing to go outside the ambit of the written document. We see the Jew 
willing to take no small risk of losing his money so that he shall place his old 


competitor—the man who had “ apetargtl the money-lending business 


Thus Antonio, 
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—under obligation to him and so in his power. Well, in moderation, all 
these are either virtues or, if not commendable characteristics, are at least 
venial. It is when they are driven to excess that they become 
damnable or disastrous. If “Shylock” had not so unyieldingly 
relied upon Justice, as absolutely to parody justice; if he had 
not so remorselessly taken advantage of the ‘position in which 
Antonio had placed himself, his putting his competitor at & 
disadvantage would have passed muster as merely business. Who 
will say that the doting devotion which Shylock showed for Jessica was 
not love turned to folly, the care of a parent transformed into the hurt of 
the child? If again, Shylock had not made a god 6f his money, his safe 
binding, if it had not resulted in safe finding, would not have made of him 
an object of ridicule, and his loss might have drawn upon him some 
sympathy. If Shylock had not insisted upon the absolute ipsissima verba 
of his bond, his reliance upon the document as evidence of his claim would 
have been altogether admirable. In all of these things what Shakespeare 
meant to draw, at least, so I venture to suggest, was the parodying of 


what otherwise would have been amiable qualities that had become — 


unamiable, detestable by being run to excess, : 3 


“The Great Misunderstood.” | 


Whether or not this view of the Merchant of Venice is a new one, or 


whether it is one that has been previously put forward and discarded, I 


know not. It is one, however, that occurred to me as I saw Moscovitch’s 
representation of Shakespeare’s gréat play, and the charm of Moscovitch’s 
interpretation that struck me is that he sces what Shakespeare really 
conceived and acts accordingly. His Shylock” is the man who other- 


wise would have been not at all an unamiable sort of character trans- ~ 


formed into a very demon, a devil incarnate because he has allowed his 
predilections and his passions, which in moderation would have been 


innocent, torun to excess. He has not modified them byreason. [t was_ 


- not that Shakespeare desired to present as a character a Jew harsh, veno- 
mous, bloodthirsty, Fapacious, because—as has been said—that was the 
notion of a Jew, which Shakespeare had the opportunity alone of gaining. 


How the Warwickshire play wright obtained his knowledge of character itis — 
next door to impossible to determine ; because there is no measure that the — 


average man or woman can apply to such genius. But it would be 
remarkable, that all his stage representations with which he endowed 
drama for all time being so true to life, “Shylock” should be such a 
hideous parody of a Jew ashitherto he has been represented to be. To 
play “Shylock” as if he were a clown, or to play him as if he 
were a noble Jew struggling with adversity, or eloquently pleading 
for fair consideration for his race, is to misrepresent what Shakespeare 
intended. 


out restraint, without the saving grace of reason. And itis because this 
is the revelation of “ Shylock,” which Moscovitch has given, thus showing 
that “Shylock,” instead of an insult, as has been hitherto supposed, is in 
truth a compliment to the Jewish‘race, that I place his representation of 
Shakespeare’s Jew side by side in‘its epoch-making importance with the 
representation which Epstcin drew of another Jew who, like Shylock— 
characteristic of his race—has been the great misunderstood of the ages. 


The Jew's Plea. | 
And now just one word to justify the topicality of what here is 
written. The governing principle of the representation by Moscovitch of. 


~“ Shylock,” as of the representation by Epstein of ‘‘ Christ,” is the Jew’s 
devotion to the idea of Justice. Epstein’s “Christ” points to the hand — 
this 


wounded by the crucifixion nail, and proudly asks: 
Justice?’’ ‘‘Shylock’s’’ plea throughout is for Justice. And 
that surely was the plea which underlay -the whole of the drama 
of the Exodus. 
persecuted, contemned, enslaved, degraded, was what was demanded — 
that was the claim—the claim for justice that Moses put before Pharaoh. 
It is the claim for Justice, too, ;which Israel has put before the world 
constantly and persistently throughout the intervening ages. The 
triumph of the Exodus was the triumph of Justice. The song of Moses 
- isa pean of Justice, precisely as the story of the drowning of Pharaoh 
and his hosts in the Red Sea is a fine picture of the defeat of 
injustice. The Jew, to be sure, has not altogether digested 
his own lesson. Much less can he be said to have duly impressed it upon 
the world. But this has to be conceded: none have suffered in the past 
_ as none suffer to-day so grievously as the Jew from injustice—from his 
having failed to convert the world to the doctrine which the lesson of 
Passover above all else preaches: the human right of Justice. The Jew 
who founded Christianity, the Jew that Shakespeare drew, like the 


Passover—all of them indeed—speak in [essence the message of Justice _ 


for all mankind.

The Position of French Jewry. 


PARIS 

The World War has had its effect on the religious life Of ®reuch 
Jewry in no uncertain way. It has, for one thing, narrowed the cou. 
munity. Towns which have been destroyed, or were within the Gu iincan 
zone of occupation, as for instance, Rheims, Verdun, or s¢riousiy

Goldenberg the Hon. Secretary, reported that donations were 
coming in satisfactorily, and stated that a further sam of £300 had been 
received from Glasgow. This totals £550 collected by the Glasgow Relief 
Fund. Reports were also made by Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Organising Secre- 
tary, as to the new offices at 26a, Soho Square. The depot for clothing 
has been established there. By arrangement with the London Central 
Relief Committee, the Federation bas taken over all the clothing, and will 
undertake future collections. Mr. A. Tarlo gave a report of the recent 
meeting of the Fund for the Relief of the Jewish Victims of the War in 
Russia, at which he was the Federation's representative. Instructions 


have been given to its representative in Warsaw for relief measures to be — 


carried out in that part of the Ukraine under Polish domination, and 
£20,000 will be sent to other parts of the Ukraine when the country can 
be entered. Mr. M. Silver, Treasurer of the Kamenetz-Podolsk Relief 
Society, handed over a cheque of £75 from the members of the Society. 
The Committee decided that 

- Mr. M, Kass, Relief Commissioner from America to the Ukraine, be 
authorised to act as representative of the Federation to facilitate the delivery of 
messages to relatives, and to ascertain a method whereby relatives can safely 
send money, and for safe delivery of clothing. That special questionnaire-forms 
be printed and circulated among Ukrainian Jews in the United. Kingdom to 
ascertain particulars of their relatives in the Ukraine, and what steps they are 
ready to take to assist them. That a manager be appointed to take charge of the 
Clothing Department of the Fund, and to organise branches of the Federation 
in the provinces. | | 


Thanks were accorded to Mr. Morris Myer, Mr. M. Bagrit, and the 
Ladies’ Committee of the Jewish Workers’ Fund for services rendered.

The writer of the Protocols is continually insisting on the vale _ 
of an autocracy, the value of an aristocracy and of class distinctions, 
while fearing capital and. liberal ideas. A pamphlet that draws this 
moral is obviously the last which an international Jewish secret 
society would publish. The Utopia to which the Protocols look 
forward is really Russia as it was in the time of Peter the Great. 
After citing some extracts from the pamphlet, Dr. Wright concludes:

Mr. Emanuel Drielsma, Secretary to the Chief Rabbi, died last Friday, . 


after a short illness, at his residence, 113, Portsddwn Road, Maida Vale. 

. Mr. Drielsma was born seventy-five years ago at Leeuwarden,

eo bate long when he entered the teaching profession, for which 
the excellent education he received at home well fitted him. He 
was for some years a teacher at Northwick College, the Rev. A. P. 
Mendes’ School in St. John’s Wood (one of his pupils being the present 
Lord Chief Justice of England), and later at another private School in 
Maida Vale. In 1895, Mr. Drielsma became Secretary to the then Chief 
Rabbi, the late Dr. Hermann Adler, and continued to serve in the same 
capacity to the present holder of that office.

| HEN we met last year, only a few months had elapsed 
since the conclusion of hostilities. Bright hopes were 
entertained of the future in which the enjoyment of 
peace and tranquillity was eagerly awaited. Unity of 
purpose, secured by the surrender of self-interest, had 
-contributed in a great measure to the attainment of these objects, 
‘which drew together the victorious Powers, and the afflicted and 
exhausted nations were invited to settle 
down to the great work of recon- 
struction. Now twelve months have 
passed, and dreams have given place 
to realities. A distinguised professor 
recently wrote: “If there is one word 
more than another which sums up the 
year 1919 it is surely disillusionment.” 
Possibly present day pessimism repre- 
sents as much exaggeration as the 
buoyant optimism: of yester yéar. Let 
us hope so, but it is difficult for 
members of the Jewish Community, if 
they look back upon what bas happened 
since the armistice, to envisage the 
position of their coreligionists in any 
but dark colours. 
If we turn our eyes to Eastern Europe, 
: : where large masses of Jews live, new 
States, created by the Peace Treaty, have been barely able to defend 
themselves, and have been unable and perhaps unwilling to give security 
to their Jewish inhabitants. 3 
In Ukrainia, that distraught section of dismembered Russia, pogroms 
have succeeded pogroms. The massacres of 1903 in Kishineff and of

comes to be written. When we recall the practical sympathy excited in 
Western Europe by the comparatively mild events of fifteen or seventeen 
“years ago, it is sad to contrast the present situation, in which the Western 


nations, exhausted and pre-occupied by cares of their own, have perforce : 


powerless to intervene. 

And if we hope to find relief nearer home from this. gloomy outlook, 
it is difficult to perccive a ray of sunshine. The aftermath of every war 
has always been associated with a period of disorder and excitement, and 
the process of a return to the normal cannot be a smooth one. Making 

every allowance for these conditions, however, it has been a painful 
surprisé to the Jewish community in this country that a violent outbreak 
-of anti-Semitism—that insidious movement which owes its origin in its 
modern expression to Germany -—should have taken place in the United 
Kingdom, and still more that if should have found support and encourage- 
ment in unexpected quarters. i : 


The leading journal found in the participation of some Jews in the > 


Bolsheyist movement in Russia an opportunity to besmirch the religious 
doctrines of our faith, while other writers, content to work on the older 
and more familiar lines, sought to excite the latent prejudice against the 
_ Jew, and to identify him as the agent responsible for many of the social 
disorders from which the world is suffering. . 
| In such an atmosphere, vitiated by a pernicious campaign of this kind, 
the question of the regulation of the admission of aliens to this country 
had to be discussed and solved. When it isremembered that the resump- 
tion of our relations with our late enemies was a part of this problem, it 
is not surprising that there was ample occasion here not only for the anti- 
alien stunter to indulge in his familiar propaganda, but also for those who, 
unable to forget the recent tragedies of the war, were disinclined to 
extend any measure of clemency to those who belonged to the nations 
responsible for them. The enactment which was passed was happily 
shorn, before if became law, of several of its objectionable features; time 


_ will bring wisdom to the extremists, and it will ultimately be realised, 


possibly not before some harm has been done, that a stable and prosperous 
world cannot be reconstructed on a basis of hatred, and that only by a 
resumption of international relations and amity will a secured peace be 
realised. 

_ Nobody, however, atany rate in the present day, would challenge the 
view thatit is the duty of the State to safeguard the interests of the 
-coullttry by the regulation of 

THE ADMISSION OF ALIENS. 


When this question was last under discussion in an acute form, I 


suggested that the only just and equitable method of proceeding was by 
_ the adoption of tests as to character and physical condition, thus securing 
the most desirable elements as prospective settlers in this country. I 


was severely criticised at the time in one or two quarters for enunciating - 


‘this opinion, but there must be very few now who would contest it. 


The interest of the Board in this problem of alien immigration dates _ 


from its earliest history. This institution was formed to deal with the 


foreign poor, although it afterwards assumed the responsibility for all the ©

or any similar term-to which stigma may be attached. Apart from any 
anti-alien enactments in those other countries, whither immigration wag 
formerly directed, the scarcity of suitable ships and the cost of passages 
will render any large movement impossible for some time. It woulg 
seem, therefore, if help is to be given to the suffering Jewish populations, 
it must be tendered on the spot. Remittances are being made, I believe,

on an extensive scale by those who had already settled and become 


prosperous in other countries, and many of them are only waiting oppor: : 
tunities to return to find out for themselves the conditions of their friends 
and relatives. When Russia reverts to some sort of stability, and the 
Polish Government is able to maintain law and order, there is some 
prospect that many former inhabitants of both countries may desire to 


return. The appreciation, of the dollar, and the low level of the currencies 


of these countries offer allurements, which may be set off against the 
uncertainties of the political situation. In this direction there lies some 


_ hope for the future. | 


Having regard to the important part which immigration has played 
in our work hitherto, and to its cessation, at any rate for the time being, 
we may therefore look forward to being in a position enabling us to con. 
centrate upon what is the real objective of any charitable body : to he so 
successful that our work may be no longer needed, or if thatis too utopian, 


at least to raise from poverty a large number of those who come under our 


eare. Such results can only be achieved if the policy of thoroughness in 
all ameliorative effort can be carried out. The Board has endeavoured, 
so far as my experience of its work extends, to keep ahead of contempor- 
ary movements, and its Reports are witnesses to the fact that on more 
than -one occasion it has been the pioneer, and has initiated measures 
long before they were generally adopted. It is not, therefore, to be feared 
that there will be any sluggishness on the part of the administration of the 
Board; but there is oné condition which must be satisfied if it is to continue, 
as in the past, to be in the forefront of social endeavour, and that is that 
the financial condition of the Institution must be put on a sound and— 
enduring footing. | 
If we estimate the prospect cf successful results to cfforts in this 

direction, it cannot in truth be said that the outlook is very promising. 
As you are aware, there are at the present moment two great projects - 
before the community. One which is making an appeal for a round tnillion, 
and the other, which asks for vast, and indeed requires unlimited help if 
it is to achieve any considerable result. It would not be appropriate that 
I should criticise either project. I may say, however, that whatever 
views of the details one may entertain, the objective of the Jewish War 
Memorial has many attractions, while the other, the Fund which is being 
raised for Palestine, appeals with great force, ib must be admitted, to the 
sentiment of many and is obtaining considerable sums in this country. 
We have become attuned under war influences to think in big figures; but— 
I am led to the conclusion that the commitments which the Community 
is now being invited to assume are aggravating to a dangerous dcgrec the 
financial position of existing Institutions, already somewhat uncertain — 
before the war. |

asks. ‘ Whak mean these symbols, laws and statutes which the Lord our 
God has @Omamanded you?’ To him you must explain the entire ordi- 
nance of the Passover, including even the law that we must not eat 
anv thing additional after the Paschal meal.” The parent who has been 
blessed with a child that thinks seriously and desires to be thoroughly 
cnlightenséabout the meaning of God’s laws will assuredly leave nothing 
unattempbed. to respond to so praiseworthy a desire. Hence we are 
pidden: “Explain to your child the religious significance of every- 
thing thak goes forward on the Eve of Passover, from the beginning to 
the end Sf the service, down to the meaning of the law that having 
ence partaken of the Paschal lamb we may no longer indulge our 


appetites by further eating; in other words, that the purpose of the 


seder is eligious throughout. It is to have a solemn effect upon 
the celebrant, leading him to rcalise that he has the same cause for 
thankfulness as his ancestors, in whose emancipation he has himself 
participated. For had God not redeemed Israel from Egypt, Israel might 


to-day be groaning under the yoke of slavery; had God not vouchsafed — 


to our angestors the revelation of His will, we, their descendants, might 
to-day begroping in darkness, while other nations were favoured with 
enlightenment, We Jews are enjoying the fruits of the liberation and 
cnlightenment of our forefathers, and they have been conferred on us in 
order thataye may share them with others—for the benefit of the world, 
for the uplifting of humanity. It is a happy father, therefore, who takes 
his place atthe head of the Seder table by the side of his honoured wife, 
surrounded by children who are being taught through the domestic celebra- 
tion to reyerence God's works. The questions the&e children are impelled 
to ask are a happy sign of a healthy iuterest in the Jewish religion, and 
are the parént’s opportunity of explaining the significance of so rich a 
s\ nbolism—its application not only to the past but to ourselves in the 


living present. We, too, must have shed many bitter tears in our time; | 


the bitter herbs and salt water which stand before us serve to recall such 
— experiences to our recollection. But as God came to the help of our 
ancestors, $0 He has helped us. He who guided them through the raging 
tlood has bronght us up in safety from the sea of troubles. Inspired by 
such thoughés, let us eat our simple meal in thankfulness.

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, K.C., the Senior Treasurer, was received with 
cheers on rising to present the annual accounts. He reminded the 
Council that this was the fiftieth Budget of the United Synagogue, but yo 


_ doubt there would be other opportunities of celebrating that fact. The 


number of constituent synagogues had grown from three to seventeen, 
and he saw no.reason why in the course of time the number should pot 
be doubled and trebled. When he had first presented a budget he had 
been in-a difficult position. On this occasion he had to present what 
appeared to be an overflowing budget. Surpluses were larger than they 
had ever been before. There were more surplus synagogues, and the 
deficits were not so hopeless as'they had been in times gone by. He warned 
them, however, not to expect. continuance of these surpluses. 
Troublous times were ahead of them, and they would have to keep a very 
strict eye on expenditure. He proceeded to analyse the principal items 
of income and expendituré, and said that the proceeds of the extra 
15 per cent. tax, and the efforts made by constituent synagogues to obtain 
the full schedule price of seats, had enabled them to make véry liberal 
provision for their ministers and officials. The United Synagogue would 
be setting an example to the world in the salaries paid to their officials 


which were considerably higher than the average salaries paid by the 


Church of England gnd the Free Churches. He urged that now the 


graduated scheme was in force constituent synagogues should refrain 


from making application for individual increases. He proceeded to refer 
to the heavy capital outlay which would be incurred by the rebuilding 
of the premises adjacent to the Great Synagogue and the St. John’s Wood 


:s Synagogue. They would also have tolend money to the Golders Grecn Con- 


‘gregation and to Brixton for the erection of their synagogues. He thought 
that £60,000 to £65,000 was the very lowest sum that these works would 
cost, and £30,000 of this would be irrecoverable. They would have to 
provide for amortisation, and he urged that the synagogues should work 
hard to obtain better prices for their seats and increase the amount of 
offerings. Another matter which needed examination was the financial 
stability of the superannuation fund. He did not think that they could 
ask the ministers to pay more than they were doing. This was likely to 
be an additional burden on the General Purposes Fund. 

The accounts were rapidly disposed of. A somewhat4engthy dis- 
cussion took place on the estimate for Minyan-men at the South Hackney 
Synagogue, the Finance Committee having refused a proposed increase. 
Eventually the decision of the Committee was confirmed, the ‘Treasurers 
promising to confer with the representatives of the Synagogue on the 
mnatter. | |

XXIIL—SIDELIGHTS ON THE SEDER. 


\Iy DEAR COUSIN,—We are expecting you all for the Seder. Be sure 
and come in good time so that we may begin punctually. I am very 
anxious that the children shall stay up until the end of the service. And 
I rely on you to assist me in explaining the Seder as we proceed. On 
the whole I prefer the historic aspect; do you, therefore, prepare yourself 
ty deal with the literary and moral aspect of the service. 


In order that there be no overlapping I propose to give you in 


outline the substance of my talk. I have looked up the authorities, but 
nave made no notes. If the children are to be interested, we must adopt 
the conversational method. — 

A word as to the importance of the festival. Just asthe unity of God 
is the foremost principle of Judaism, so the exodus from Egypt is the 
' starting point of the history of the Jewish people. In the Ten Command- 
ments, religion and history mingle: “I am the Lord thy God who brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt”—therefore the ten ensuing ordinances 
shonld be dear to Jews., What an opportunity, if rightly used, of incul- 
cating the tremendous significance of Jewish History, and laying stress 
on the antiquity of the race. It is as though through the history of 
civilized man in Western Europe there appears, from the earliest times 
down to this yery day, a continuous purple thread, the story cf the Jews, 


We are among the oldest. members, if not the oldest, of the European | 


Fanily of Peoples, which includes all mankind from the Mediterranean 


basin to the prairies of North America; and Passover is our oldest festival. 


During the period of the Second Temple, as the Festival approached, 
the highways of Palestine were crowded with happy throngs making their 
way to the capital. From Asia Minor they came, from Alexandria, from 
Cyrene, from Syria, even from Babylon, the country of the Two Streams. 
As they walked along the country road, these Jews from the Diaspora 
nust have admired the ripening corn of the Holy Land, and breathed the 
freshness of the spring breezes. In Jerusalem itself preparations were 
completed to*accommodate the visitors, who were made comfortable 
without charge. -What might have been the number of the 
strangers? We have an estimate for, at any rate, one year. 
In 65 A.D. Cestiugs Gallus, the Governor of Syria, ordered a census to 
be taken of the Jews in Jerusalem. The paschal lambs were numbered, 


and the return showed 256,500. Counting ten people to a lamb (though 


twenty would not be an exaggerated figure), we note that there would 
have been some three million persons in Jerusalem during the Festival on 
that occasion. ‘Yet, so great was the spirit of brotherliness, so immense 
the desire to show hospitality, that there was never any complaint of over- 
crowding. You temember that the way Jerusalem was able to tuck away 
its vast concourse of visitors on these occasions was looked upon asa 
miracle, one of the ten enumerated in the fifth chapter of the MIX. It 
was declared that during Passover Jerusalem contained D'3" ON W 75, 
a happy band of friends. 7 | 


The 14th of Nisan was a half-holiday. In the course of the afternoon, 


about 2.30, preparations were commenced for offering the paschal lamb. 
The sacrifice was offered in-three shifts, since the courtyard in the 
Temple where the ceremony took place could hold only a limited number. 
As soon as the first shift was complete, the gates of the courtyard were 
closed and thé trumpet gave the signal for the sacrifice to begin. There 
stood the Priests in order due, and the Levites sang the Halle! Psalms to 
the accompaniment of the soft tones of the flutes, and the full-voiced choir 
of the congregation. By the time the third shift had finished the sun was 


beginning to deeline, and the people hied them home “to eat the — 


Pesach.” 


Three low couches were placed round the three sides of the room, the 
so-called MED, each supplied with an abundance of cushions, and 


furnished with a small table. The most honoured guest was given the 


first seat on the middle couch; he it was who no doubt conducted the 
Seder. The remainder of the company took the other seats, and all 
reclined, propped up on the léft arm, after the manner of the Greeks and 
Romans. Thé women and children did not however recline; they sat 
Water was handed round for washing the hands, a very necessary 
item in the programme ef every meal, when it is recalled that knives and 
forks were unknown in those days. Then the meal ‘commenced with a 
tlass of wine, over-which Kiddush was recited. Next came hors d’euvres, 
consisting of salted fish, eggs, and salad (of which 1") was the most 
popular). The salad was usually dipped in a mixture made of chopped or 
grated figs, dates; apples, nuts, almonds and cinnamon, into which wine 
was poured, The concoction was rather sharp, somewhat vinegary in fact ; 
it was called NOW There is little doubt that at a later date some one’s 
poetic fancy connected this “sauce” with mortar, and cleverly made it a 
special symbol of the Festival. . |

With regard to the territory further north 
in French occupation His Majesty's Government have no reports of 
Wisturbances except of an unconfirmed report of a collision between 
Jews and Arabs near Metullah in February and early March, as the

OLD HEBREW CONGREGATION.

The Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A. (Cardiff) occupied the pulpit atthe — 


Belgrave Street Synagogue on Sabbath morning. Preaching to a crowded 
congregation, Dr. Abelson said that Leeds was a city composed of a large 
and heterogeneous Jewish population ; hence it was not easy for him to 


choose a theme which would appeal to all parties. But yet, one thought - 


was uppermost in his mind, this was the wonderful fact that throughout 
all the vicissitudes of Jewish history, there was one link which bound 

This was the Hebrew Bible. He would, therefore, 
take his text from the current Haftorah, which contained the burning 
words of the prophet Malachi: “Remember ye the Day of Moses, my 
servant, which I commanded him in Horeb, concerning all Isracl, statute 
and judgments.” The preacher,then briefly surveyed the moral religious 
condition of the Jewish people in the age of Malachi, and drew a parallel 
between those days and the present. Religious apathy was prevalent; 


_ the Sabbath was dishonoured; the Tenrple dues and other ceremonials 


had fallen into disuetude, and, most serious of all, much intermarriage had 
taken place between Israel and the surrounding nations. The Jew, how- 
ever, in spite of these lapsesand backslidings had maintained his identity. 
How was this remarkable phenomenon to be accounted for? Only bya 
certain innate loyalty to the Law of Moses. Come what may, be perse- 
cutions ever so rife, the main body of the Jewish people never abandoned 
the exhortation of Malachi, “ Remember ye the Law of Moses, my servant.” 
Dr. Abelson gave the congregation the positive reasons for his advo- 
cating adherence to the Laws of Moses. They were: (a) The Hebrew 


Bible was the pioneer of liberty. (b) It was the pioneer of civilisation and 


education; ignorance was always an abhorrence to the Jewish people. 
(c) It was the first promoter of civil and religious toleration. (/) It was 
the teacher of the ideal home life. (¢e) It gave the assurance that whilst 
nations rise and nations fall, Israel remains for ever. The preacher 
ended his sermon by an impassioned appeal for harmony among the 
various sections comprised in the Jewish community of Leeds. 

Dr. Abelson’s forcible appeal made a profound impression. 
Much has been said recently of the apathy and indifference of the 


members in the affairs of the congregation, but, judging by the excellent 
. attendance on Sabbath morning last and the general interest aroused in 


Dr. Abelson's visit, it is manifest that the members and, in fact, the 
Community generally but await a proper lead and guidance to revitalise 
their interest in religious administration. | |

Board in the time to come: one the altered prospects of immigration, and 
the other the problem of adequate financial assistance. But it is well to 
take stock generally of the conditions of poverty in the Metropolis, and no 
better source of information can be found for this purpose than the article 
on the Legal Poor, which appears annually in the 7'imes at the close of the 
year. Notwithstanding the increase of nearly 2,000 in the total of 
paupers assisted in London by the Guardians in the year, the writer con- 
cludes that there is nothing in the situation to cause anxiety, and that 
although pauperism will probably go higher? the many schemes started 
by the Government and public and private bodies will tend to limit the 
operation of Poor Law relief. A most opportune warning is, however, 
contained in the article to the effect that in the absence of official 
- jnformation of the numbers relieved by public assistance other than 
through Poor Law administration, no reliable conclusion can be drawn as 
to the volume of real destitution in this country. This warning is very 
pertinent in view of what took place last year when that 
MOST DEMORALISING FORM OF PUBLIC ASSISTANCE, 
the unemployment donation, was running its pernicious course. With the 
excejition of casuals, the Board deals with similar classes of persons, who 
need material relief, and conditions affecting the whole produce like results 
on the part with which it has to deal onitsownlines. Itis therefore satis- 
factory to be able to record that from the point of view of the number of 
cases to be assisted, as will be gathered when I come to the figures in the 
‘report, there has been no growth in the volume of distress among the 


Jewish poor in the metropolis. Having regard to the phenomenalactivity | 


which prevailed during the war in at least three of the principal trades in 
_ which Jews are engaged, it might have been anticipated that in the monfhs 
which followed its conclusion there would have been a period of com- 
parative slackness, and consequent dislocation of labour employed, with 
corollary of distress, if even of a temporary character. Happily such, has 
not been the case, and I am told that the tailoring trade, with the possi- 
ble exception of the bespoke section, as is not unusual during the 
winter, is quite active, and similar conditions prevail in the boot indus- 
try. It would appear that the home demand coupled with a keen enquiry 
for export has sufficed to keep employment going. - 

, Unfortunately the number of cases as set out in the report only 
tells half the story. The other ‘half is the expenditure involved in 
relieving them. Here we are in presence of facts familiar to every 
citizen of the country. Rising prices forall the principal necessaries of 
life, and in the-cases of those with fixed incomes, smaller resources 


with which to meet the situation. The Board unfortunately is in like 


case; we have had to review the whole scale of our relief and other 
expenditure. In summarising the outlook for the future, as it presents 


itself to us now, while you may have gathered that there are some few _ 


satisfactory features, there are others, which forbid us the hope, even if 
our work is restricted to its present scope, a quite undesirable conclusion, 
of being able to diminish the demands, that we are compelled to make 
upon the community. | | 


I have endeavoured to sketch in general terms the prospects before 


the Board both with regard to income and expenditure, and the resultant 
picture is not an alluring one. The : | 


: FINANCIAL HISTORY OF THE PAST YEAR | 
is set out with the usual lucidity in the Treasurers’ report, andj:the few 


figures from it, with which I shall trouble you, amply confirm the gloomy — 
conclusions that I have formed. The past twelve months inherited a 


deficit of £9,000 from the operations of the previous years, and. this has 
been augmented during 1919 by £1,500. The result is that we are now 
debtors to the tune of £10,500, but when the figures of the year are 
analysed, it will be found that we ! have only been enabled to keep our 
deticit down to that figure by spending over £8,100 received in legacies. I 
have often commented on;these'occasions upon the uncertainties attaching 
to this form: of income ; and when I tell you that up to date we have only 
received a small sum from deceased benefactors and that no other legacies 
have been notified to us, the prospect at present is that the existing large 
deficit will be much greater at the end of the current year. It is well 
that it should be known that the Board has only been able to finance 
itself, and to carry the burden ‘of this debt, by borrowing from various 
funds, which could not be largely atilised during the war. These liquid 
resources have contracted very considerably during the year owing to 


special operations of the Loan Department, which I will mention before I. 


conclude ; and the very serious problem now presents itself of financing 
the debt of the Board in the coming months. | 


If I give two figures only, one from each" side of the account, the 


cause of the Board’s present embarrassments will be at once perceived. — 


In the income account, subscriptions and donations have ‘increased by 
over £1,500, and I may mention with satisfaction that this improvement 
is not due in the main to the receipt of any large exceptional gifts, but is, 
it may be concluded, the result of a growth in the number of donors, 
‘ while on the expenditure side there has been a jump of over £4,300 in the 
- amount distributed in direct relief. Contrasting these two figures, you 
have the explanation in a nutshell: increased. cost of relief moving at-a 
much faster rate than the growth in income. In one direction our 
anxieties have been diminished in the past year through the exertions of 
Mr. Waley. By the kind co-operation of Mr. Davis, we have received the 
proceeds of Sunday entertainments at certain cinemas, controlled by that 
gentleman, and by this means a sum of over £500 has been allocated to 
the maintenance of homes for delicate children, conducted by the Board 
in the country. The total cost of these homes was £1,300, and this new 
source of income was especially welcome in view of the fact that all the 
‘special funds assigned for this purpose had become exhausted.

A FINE OPPORTUNITY FOR PRACTICAL PHILANTHROPY. . 

The generous benefactor need have no doubt that the money spent on 
-roviding homes for invalid children will yield a high return, through the 
storation to health of the inmates, who, by the opportunities which 
nave been given to them, become normal and uséful members of society. 

Turning to the domestic history of the year I regret that we have 


again to deplore the disappearance from the membership of the Board of © 
two valued colleagues. The deathgof Mr. N. Mayer deprived us of the 


services of a sympathetic and earnest worker, and the loss of Mr. Stuart 
Cohen has removed @ recruit of great promise, from whom we had 
obtxined in the short time-he was with us the assurance of active 
assistance and co-operation. In common with other public bodies 
we ave experiencing some difficulty in filling the depleted ranks of our 
workers in certain directions, where voluntary assistance used 
to be forthcoming. As our report states, the comments made by the 
Visiting Committee upon the situation with which they are confronted 
are melancholy reading. Do not, however, imagine that our position in 


this matter is exceptional, or that. if may be [due to any delinquencies on — 


the part of your President—I read last year that he ought to be more 
reticent in expressing, his views on a matter which was then of current 
interest. The Charity Organisation Society, in their last report, com- 


mented upon the inadequate supply of workers, and_the same cry has | 


reached me from more than one institution in our midst. Unless the 
young men of our community come forward, there is no remedy for these 
conditions. 

I need not detain you long with any elaborate analysis of the figures 
set out in the Appendix to the Report. The decline jin the total number 
of cases assisted in our Relief Departments still continues, although last 
year’s reduction is quite small. We are, however, at last below the 2,000 
mark, and when I recall that in one year, 1906, the corresponding figure 
was over 6,400, I think we may feel some safisfaction, mitigated it is true 
by the fact that our expenditure has not diminished at all, as we actually 
spent last year a few hundred pounds more on direct relief, out of funds at 
he free disposal of the Board, than we did in 1906, The contrast afforded by 
1 fall in the number of cases and a rise in the cost of dealing with 
chem, has already been touched upon by me to-day, and to those who 
seck further enlightenmént, the figures given by Mr. Morley relating to 
the expenditure upon allowances will give full information. ‘The interest- 
ing feature in the Report is to be found in the analysis of the treatment 
of xs new cases taken on the general register of relief during the year ; 
these details, which appear for the first time, show the varied character 
of the necessities of the applicants which the Board endeavoursto satisfy. 


‘Taey also testify to the need of a trained and experienced staff to deal. 


with them, and I gladly bear witness again to the assistance which the 
honorary workers at the Board receive from its Officials. — Pe 

In the non-eleemosynary departments of the Board, which carry out 
very important ameliorative work, the Loan Committee has had an active 


year. The increase in its operations is principally due to the loans made © 


to demobilised soldiers, such loans accounting for nearly three-fourths of 
the growth in the amount lent during the past twelve months. Up tothe 
end of the year, 
EX-SOLDIERS HAD BORROWED NEARLY £9,000, 

aud I anticipate that before such transactions have ceased a sum not far 
short of £12,000 will have been thus utilised. Most of this money has 
been lent without seeurity, but I think the éxceptional circumstances 
will be sufficient justification for the policy agreed to in this matter by 


the Board, The percentage of losses will undoubtedly be heavy, but if © 
the result, as is hoped, will be to give the ex-soldier a fresh and success-— 


ful start in life, then the course pursued will be amply vindicated. It 
should be known that the suggestion to utilise its loan funds in this way 
emanated from the Board, and that the ‘work has been carried out in 
co-operation with the Council for the Welfare of Jewish Soldiers. The 


Board is much indebted to Mr. Lionel Jacob and the other gentlemen who © 


assisted him in this work. 

With regard to the Industrial Department, the report summarises the 
Work of the past year, and explains the causes which restrict apprentice- 
ship. It would be superfluous for me to go over the same ground, especially 
as only a few weeks ago there was a lengthy and interesting discussion at 
the Board upon the whole question of the industrial employment of boys. 
The main point under consideration ‘at that debate was whether any 
useful purpose would be served at the present juncture by holding an 
enquiry with a view to the revision of the work of the Industrial Depart- 
ment in the light of existizg conditions. Thé decision arrived at was 
that, having regard to the prevailing uncertainties of the position, to 
Which reference is made in the report, and to the present remuneration 
of boys in the open market, an enquiry now would be premature, but 


assurances were given that, when the situation becomes less obscure, _ 


the Industrial Committee would report upon the whole subject. 
We do not often get much light thrown upon the further career 
of past apprentices of the Board—quite recently the Board was much 
bratified by the receipt of a donation of £25 from a gentleman in America, 
4 former apprentice,.and I heard only the other day of another who had 
obtained a commission in the Army and done good work in France. 

In connection with the work of the Health Committee, reference is

Committee must add strength to the opinion expressed in the article, 


although the Committee's report attributes the mortality to the influenza 
epidemic. The number of new cases taken‘on last year is however 28 
less than in the previous twelve months, and perhaps it would be well 
not to take too gloomy a view of the future. I hesitate to cali attention 


once again to the want of a Home for advanced cases as I have repeatedly 


done so in vain, I should have thought that, as such cases are the 
most dangerous sources of infection, the community asa measure of 
self-protection would have seen that the necessary provision was made. 
Before leaving the work of the Health Committee, I will give an extract 
from the report on a case made by one of the Medical Officers of Charing 
Cross Hospital. He writes: “I should like to add that the Jewish Board 
of Guardians is so splendidly businesslike and practical in its methods 
that I should like to help them as much as possible.” Beyond saying 


that this testimonial was quite unsolicited, and chat it is much appre- 


ciated, any comment of mine will be superfluous. 

There is one other matter to which reference should be made —the 
plight of dependents of men who had gone to Russia under the canvention 
concluded betwecn the then Russian and British Governments. Without 
going into ancient history, I may recall the successful intervention of the 
Board in 1917, which resulted in the payment of certain allowances to 
those families by the British Government. Last year, in consequence 
of the then impending cessation of these grants, the Board again took up 


the matter. And now I am happy to be able to say that we have con- | 
cluded this month an arrangement under which a Special Committee is 


constituted, charged with the future administration of the assistance to 
dependents of Russians. In carrying through these negotiations I have 
had the valuable assistance of Mr. Otto Schiff and Mr. Turk. This Com- 
mittee will consist of members of the Board and of those societies whom 
I mentioned at our last monthly meeting, and of a representative of the 
‘Ministry of Health. Iam glad to have been of assistance in this matter, 


. Which has given all concerned a great deal of work and anxiety. 


Before I conclude I have a few words which I. should like to say in 
reference to | | 
| MY RETIREMENT 
from the Presidentship of the Board, as Ihave intimated to my colleagues 
that I shall not present myself for re-election next June. I have felt that 
after twenty years’ service in this responsible position, it is in the 
interests of the work, which I have so much at heart, that a younger 


man should direct the affairs of the Board. The distinguished statesman, 


who represents the City of London in Parliament, in retiring eight years 


ago from the leadership of his party, said he had been told he had reached 


the age when it was commonly considered that the powers of the mind 
and will were supposed to wane. I believe that my faculties are quite 
unimpaired at sixty-two, but the demands made upon the President of 
this Institution require an alertness and vigour which I no longer possess. 


Further, I have long held the view that an organisation such as the 
Board may suffer in the long run by the continued retention of office by 


the same individual, however competent in the discharge of his duties he 
may be considered to be. Had I been able to act,up to this view I should 


have taken five years ago the step upon which I have now decided; but I 


felt that I ought not to ask the Board to release me during the war, when 
it had special anxieties with which to contend, and when its field of 
selection from which to choose a suecessor might be restricted, 

I need scarcely add that it is with great regret I give up a position, 


“which I have found intensely interesting; full of opportunities of doing 


valuable work, and yielding occasions of public service of no mean 
order. The head of this Institution with its network of complex activities 
is brought into relation with many of the Departments of State and other 


public bodies, and I gladly acknowledge the courtesy and consideration 


which I have received at their hands. I can equally testify 
to the happy associations which have subsisted between our com- 
munal charities and the Board during the twenty years, that 
through the repeated indulgence of my colleagues, I have been 
permitted to be its President. I feel? assured that whoever 
may follow me in the chair can count upon equal goodwill from all, who 
will wish him every success when he assumes this responsible office ; and 


you may be assured that the choice of the Board will justify its claim to , 


your continued support. From a personal aspect, and only in that sense, 


an era has come to an end. Since 1869, that is to say during a space of ) 


fifty-one years, a member of my family has been President of the Board. 
My father occupied that position for eighteen, and my uncle for thirteen 


years, while my own tenure extends to twenty. Itis a record, Thope I - 
am not wrong in regarding with some pride, and also with equal gratitude _ 


to those who have thus shown their confidence. 

‘It has been said that a Cabinet Minister has onty two happy days in 
his Cabinet life—the day he takes office and the day he leaves it. In the 
more humble position of President of this Board, my experience has been 
the reverse. I took office with great misgivings, and I feel on leaving it 


the severance of associations which had come to fill a large part of my 
” jife. Tam not, however, resigning my membership of the Board and I still 


hope frdm my place in the ranks to be of some use to this Institation, and 
to assist in some small measure in the great work of relieving and raising 


. the Jewish poor of the Metropolis. 


Iam surrendering the Chair in the conviction that the organisation of 


‘the Board will continue to render valuable services to all sections of the 


Community, and that the gifts of imagination and initiative, the inalien- 


able endowments of individual effort in this country, which have charac- 


terised the administration of the Board throughout its long history, will 


assure for it in the future as in the past the help and encouragement of 
‘all classes of our coreligionists in the metropolis.

But for 
the life of me, I cannot see what useful purpose these delineations can 
serve, In the majority of cases, this too-well-nourished individual is 
intended to serve as an awful example of the genus profiteer. But you 


and I know that the Jewish element in the ranks of profiteers is negligible. 


Study the occupants of the theatre stalls, observe the newly-rich as they 


clumsily assume their expensive seats, adjust their expensive garments, | 


and munebh their expensive chocolates with all the gusto of the occupants 
of the pit. | | 


Jews? Nota bit of it! Whatever his failings, the Jew is nothing if 


pot adaptable. Indeed at a premiére the other evening, I observed a 


duchess-like figure taking her place in the stalls with the ease and the. 


nonchalance of the regular habitué. Someone pointed out the lady to me 
ag the spouse of a little master tailor who had “ made good” during the 
war. I should never have believed it. The lady had Mayfair writ large 
allover her. Extraordinary! — 


After the artist comes the poet, who sees in Jewish prosperity and 
Jewish physiognomy an excellent butt for his harmonious phrasings. 
Prince of them all, to my mind, is Reginald Arkell, whose rapier-thrusts, 
though keen, are the thrusts of a cultured man who will “have his say,” 
though the heavens fall.
